call his name Jesus: for he shall save his people 

from their sins,” Matthew 1:21. “Neither is there 
salvation in any other: for there is none other name un- 
der heaven given among men, whereby we must be 
saved.” There are many great men whose names are out- 
standing in the world today, but Jesus is the most won- 
derful name of all. “Wherefore God also hath highly ex- 
alted him, and given him a name which is above every 
name,” Philippians 2:9. Some people are trying to get to 
heaven by some other way, but we have to come to Jesus. 
The angel who appeared to Mary before His birth said 
His name would be called Jesus. There would be more 
people saved if they could get the blessing in some other 
man’s name. Jesus said, John 5:43, “I am come in my Fa- 
ther’s name, and ye receive me not: if another shall come 
in his own name, him ye will receive.” It is very easy for 
people to follow man and leave out God and His Son that 
they might receive honor. It is in the name of Jesus that 
we receive salvation; also, in His name devils are cast out, 
the sick are healed, and the lame are made to walk. Jesus 
said, “If ye shall ask any thing in my name, I will do it,” 
John 14:14. What is in a name? 

In Genesis 17:4, 5, God said to Abram, “As for me, be- 
hold, my covenant is with thee, and thou shalt be a fa- 
ther of many nations. Neither shall thy name any more 
be called Abram, but thy name shall be Abraham; for a 
father of many nations have I made thee.” Abram was 
ninety years old at this time. Man didn’t name him; God 
did it. Suppose Abram had said, “It doesn’t make any dif- 
ference what my name is. I will not have the name Abra- 
ham. There’s nothing in a name.” But from that day his 
name was Abraham. 

I am thinking also of Jacob’s name being changed 
(Genesis 32). He wrestled with an angel one night until 
the break of day, and wouldn’t let the angel go until he 
had blessed him. “And he said unto him, What is thy 
name? And he said, Jacob. And he said, Thy name shall 
be called no more Jacob, but Israel: for as a prince. hast 
thou power with God and with men, and hast prevailed.” 
It was here the angel gave him another name. 

In the first chapter of Luke we read of the birth of 
John, the son of Zacharias. They wanted to call him 
Zacharias after his father, but we read in verses 60, 61, 
“And his mother answered and said, Not so; but he shall 
be called John. And they said unto her, There is none of 
thy kindred that is called by this name.” An angel told 
Zacharias before his son’s birth that his name would be 
John, but Zacharias doubted Gabriel and by doubting he 
became dumb. After the angel’s prophecy was fulfilled, we 
read in verses 63, 64, “And he (Zacharias) asked for a 
writing table, and wrote, saying, His name is John. And 
they marvelled all. And his mouth was opened immedi- 
ately, and his tongue loosed, and he spake, and praised 
God.” Zacharias wasn’t God’s name for John. What is in 
a name? 


a ND SHE SHALL bring forth a son, and thou shalt 
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Do WE FIND a name in the Bible for the 
Church? In Acts 20:28 we read, “Take heed therefore un- 
to yourselves, and to all the flock, over the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed the church of 
God, which he hath purchased with his own blood.” The 
Church of God, named after God Himself! What a won- 
derful name! In Matthew 16:18 we find where Jesus said 
He would build His Church: “And I say also unto thee, 
That thou art Peter, and upon this rock I will build my 
church; and the gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” 

Some people say it doesn’t matter about the name, that 
any name will do. I like the name because it is a Bible 
name. I was visiting in a home one time, and some other 
friends of the family came in. The lady of the house in- 
troduced me to her friends, and she also wanted them to 
know to what church I belonged. She couldn’t think of 
the name Church of God, so she said, referring to me, 
“She belongs to the Do Right Church.” I said, “We do 
teach and practice doing right, but the Church of God is 
the name of the Church.” “Do Right” Church would be 
all right for the name of the Church if any name would 
do, but I like the Bible name, the “Church of God.” 

The devil has tried to tear down God’s Church ever 
since the day of Pentecost, but Jesus said, “The gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it.” Some people say the 
Church is in heaven. In Matthew 18:15-17 we read, 
“Moreover if thy brother (brother in the Church) shall 
trespass against thee, go and tell him his fault between 
thee and him alone: if he shall hear thee, thou hast 
gained thy brother. But if he will not hear thee, then take 
with thee one or two more, that in the mouth of two or 
three witnesses every word may be established. And if he 
shall neglect to hear them, tell it unto the church: but if 
he neglect to hear the church, let him be unto thee as an 
heathen man and a publican.” Now Jesus said, ‘Tell it to 
the church.” If the Church is in heaven only, it would be 
impossible to carry out this part of the Bible concerning 
an erring brother. We can’t send anyone to heaven with 
a message. That makes it plain that God’s Church is on 
earth and not in heaven. 


W HICH CHURCH did Saul persecute? We read 
in Galatians 1:13, “For ye have heard of my conversation 
in time past in the Jews’ religion, how that beyond meas- 
ure I persecuted the church of God, and wasted it.” But 
after his conversion the churches had rest. Acts 9:31, 
“Then had the churches rest throughout all Judea and 
Galilee and Samaria, and were edified; and walking in 
the fear of the Lord, and in the comfort of the Holy 
Ghost, were multiplied.” Some might ‘think that “church- 
es” meant churches of different names. The churches, 
meaning the Church of God, were in different towns and 
cities. In some places the members didn’t have a church 
building. They held their meetings in homes. “The 
churches of Asia salute you. Aquila and Priscilla salute

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The Divinity — 
of Christ

to have been going forth from of old, from everlast- 
ing. Surely every adult knows the meaning of the 
word “everlasting.” 

John informs us, in the first chapter of his Gospel, 
that the Word was in the beginning. Some put forth 
the argument that Christ was simply the spoken word 
of God before He became flesh, and that He existed in 
no other form or essence. But John said, “The Word was 
God,” not God’s spoken words. Such a theory is Satanic, 
to say the least. It is a perversion of the Bible. If Christ 
were simply the spoken word of God before the in- 
carnation, then the eternal Godhead is nothing but a 
voice, for whatever constitutes Christ in His pre-existence 
constitutes God, because the Word was God. Christ is 
called the Word, or the Logos, in the original, simply 
because He is the revelation of God to man. He was the 
spokesman of God. God is love, because love is an attri- 
bute of God; but God is many things besides. Christ is 
the Word, but He is also the Rock. Shall we say that Christ 
was a literal stone before the incarnation? It is dangerous 
to accept some doctrine just because it sounds fanciful. 
Many ministers want to find some new doctrine set forth 
in the Scriptures. Don’t be elated, my friend. The doctrine 
that Christ was not equal to or of one substance with 
God was set forth by Arius, a theologian of the fourth 
century. You may say, “I believe Christ is the Son of 
God but not in His pre-existence as God’s equal.” Simply 
believing in the miraculous conception is not enough. 
John the Baptist, along with Isaac, was miraculously 
conceived in the old age of his parents, but this doesn’t 
qualify either of them to be called the “only begotten 
of God.” If Christ and the Father are not members of 
one eternal, indivisible, divine essence, then Christ is a 
liar, and no liar could be the Son of God or atone for 
our sins. In Isaiah 9:6, 7, He is the mighty God and the 
everlasting Father. In Revelations 22:12, He is the First 
and the Last, the Beginning and the Ending. In Matthew 
1:23, He is Immanuel or God, not God’s voice only, with 
us. In John 1:3, He is the Creator. Whoever heard of 
personal pronouns being applied to a voice. In Hebrews 
1:1-3, He is the preserver. In Zechariah 13:7; John 5:17- 
23; 10:30-38; 17:10, He is the Fellow and Equal of God. 
Is your spoken voice your fellow or your equal? Poor 
fellow! Poor God! He is nothing but some words floating 
around in the air, according to the doctrine already 
cited. Whatever Christ is God is also for He is the Fellow 
and Equal of God.

given unto us all things that pertain unto life 

and godliness, through the knowledge of him 
that hath called us to glory and virtue: whereby are given 
unto us exceeding great and precious promises: that 
by these ye might be partakers of the divine nature, 
having escaped the corruption that is in the world 
through lust,” 2 Peter 1:3, 4. 

“For all the promises of God in him (Christ) are yea, 
and in him Amen, unto the glory of God by us,” 2 Corin- 
thians 1:20. 

“For when God made promise to Abraham, because 
he could swear by no greater, he sware by himself, say- 
ing, Surely blessing I will bless thee, and multiplying 
I will multiply thee. And so after he had patiently en- 
dured, he obtained the promise. Wherein God, willing 
more abundantly to show unto the heirs of promise the 
immutability of his counsel, confirmed it by oath,” 
Hebrews 6:13-17. ‘ 

Treasured in the eternal wisdom of God are the mys- 
teries of His divine plans for the universe, for the human 
family, for the great eternity that lies ahead. A careful 
study will reveal to us some very marvelous things em- 
bodied in His promises (His Word). From the time Satan 
injected his deadly work into the order set up by almighty 
God, it is clear that God set about to defeat his purpose. 
Let us have a look at the tragedy of Eden. From the sur- 
face it seems that Satan had the score and had triumphed 
in his endeavor. Then God came on the scene and re- 
buked the rebellious couple that had listened to the 
wrong influence. Immediately He began to tell of vic- 
tory for His defeated subjects, by telling of a glorious 
day when Satan’s head would be bruised under the heel 
of the coming seed of the woman. Beginning with this 
certain promise, God has always something better ahead. 
True, there are dark days, too, that wait for the peoples 
that are yet to be included in history’s reeords. I hear 
the plaintive proclamation, “It repenteth me that I 
have made man. I will destroy man whom I have created.” 
Still a brighter spot remains in the picture when God 
remembers Noah the preacher of antediluvian days, 
changes the whole thing up, and orders an ark (boat) 
built as a means of escape for the preacher and the 
preservation of a new race. God made some very definite 
promises in that He said, “I will not again destroy the 


A eiven unto AS HIS DIVINE POWER hath he 
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earth with water.” Hence the bow (God’s promise) set 
in the clouds so God will remember His promises to man. 
The next great move on the part of an all-wise God 
was to select a chosen family to be His people in the 
earth, to bear His name, to receive His covenant (the 
law) laid down in the Pentateuch, and to represent 
Him among the Gentile nations (all other people). Em- 
bodied in the law of Moses were not only the laws to 
govern the conduct of the Church in the wilderness, 
but we see the God of Abraham as He begins to reveal 
still greater things ahead, as He promises His blessings 
(through Abraham) to all families of the earth (bringing 
in the Gentiles). 


THE PROPHET, GOD’S MOUTHPIECE 


The prophet of God was God’s own selection, chosen 
by Him for a specific task in the spiritual life of His 
people. His was the responsibility. of hearing the words 
of God and transmitting them to His people. It seems 
that the voice of prophecy was God’s way of contact 
with men, in various ways and divers manner, speaking 
by angels (God’s messengers) until He selected Moses 
to become His mouthpiece. Here we see God speaking 
to Moses (His prophet) and Moses speaks to His people. 
Beginning with Moses we see the pattern of not only 
God speaking to Israel, but the spirit of prophetic in- 
spiration begins to point to still better things to come, 
as in Deuteronomy 18:15, “The Lord thy God will raise 
up unto thee a prophet from the midst of thee, of thy 
brethren, like unto me; unto him shall ye hearken.” 
From the time Moses spake this promise of another 
prophet, till the Psalms, the records of the Bible are the 
events of history, and little is said about the future. 
True, there are some prophets that cannot be over- 
looked during this period, yet their work concerned largely 
the local affairs of God’s people. Beginning with the 
book of Psalms, we have the true Messianic picture of 
the events of Christ, His glory, kingdom, sufferings, 
death, resurrection, and ascension. 

Isaiah is called the Messianic prophet, since he give 
us a more detailed account of Christ. Let us take 
look at Isaiah’s prophecy concerning Christ. “The people 
that walked in darkness have seen a great light: they 
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Lesson: Genesis 18:23-32. 


Text: Verse 24, “Peradventure there be fifty righteous 
within the city; wilt thou also destroy and not spare the 
place for the fifty righteous that are therein?” 


HIS QUESTION IS ONE that Abraham asked God 
} in his great intercession for the cities of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. Why did Abraham ask God such a ques- 
tion as this? Almost anyone could give the answer. Because 
the wickedness of these great cities had come up be- 
fore God, and He purposed to destroy them. Abraham 
quickly remembered he had relatives in the city that 
God was going to completely destroy. I like the way 
Abraham made his intercession. He not only asked God 
about Lot and his family, but he asked about all the 
righteous that could be found in the city. Let me say 
here, the righteous found any place are the result of 
someone’s intercession with God. I don’t know how long 
Abraham spent in his intercession, bringing the number 
of righteous from fifty down to ten, but evidently he 
was convinced there were not fifty to be found, because 
he lowered the number until he reached ten. You would 
feel that this number could be found in almost any 
city, yet we would be surprised sometimes if we began 
to look for people who have dedicated themselves unto 
the Lord and are genuine Christians. This is a startling 
Bible article, because this same picture faces the min- 
ister today, only in a little different manner. The judg- 
ment is pronounced, and the intercession of the min- 
istry is on. 

We live in a world when men no longer care for one 
another. Families live in the same buildings for years 
and never know each other’s name. The story was told 
of a prominent minister who walked one block from 
his church in a great city and stood on the street corner 
for one hour, and not a soul recognized him. Yet in his 
church on Sunday morning he was a great man, only 
to the few who filled his church. Our gospel is not a 
message to the few who fill our pews on Sunday morn- 
ing, but a message to the lost. Sodom and Gomorrah 
were not the only cities that had stooped so low in sin. 
We find the same sins here in the cities of our land 
and country that were present there. God has already 
given us the condemnation that all nations that forget 
God shall be turned into hell, Psalm 9:17. Men forget 
that all the law is fulfilled in one word, even in this, 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” You may say, 
“The person who lives down the street or across the road 
is not my neighbor,” but they are potential neighbors 
through intercession. We have a glorious message for 
the lost, and there should be a burning desire to deliver 
that message to the lost and already condemned. 


MEN AND WOMEN are being gripped with 
he influence of their cities today as strongly as Lot’s 
family was gripped. We are seeing some of the finest 
inventions by men who are genuises in their field. They 
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are making progress. There is hardly any type of com- 
modity that I might name but what the manufacturer 
has made great progress in the output of their merchan- 
dise, making it more and better. I am sorry to say 
that most all the better things the world has have 
every tendency to take man away from God. Brethren, 
we do not wish to acknowledge defeat, because we be- 
lieve this message still to be the solution to all the hu- 
man troubles. Make examination to see if what the world 
is providing is helping. More things are now in reach 
of all mankind for his pleasure than ever, still there 
is more unrest than ever has been known. Man has the 
best electrical appliances the world has ever known, 
but he sees less of God. We have the smartest and fast- 
est automobiles ever built, but they take man farther 
away from God. These things that I have mentioned do 
not say there is no God, only that man has made some- 
thing to take the place that God has held in the lives of 
men and women. Medical physicians are wiser and 
more capable than ever; surgeons are doing master- 
pieces of surgery, and the entertainment world has the 
best in talent to allure men until they have no need 
for the God and the message that we preach. There must 
be a great intercession for a world that is gripped with 
a spirit like this. You might feel like saying that we 
are greater than Abraham, that we can do more than 
he. I do not think this is true, for we have far greater 
resources at our command than Abraham had. 


We are living in the day when the Holy Spirit takes 
up His abode in the lives of men and abides there daily.

I was a small boy I carried water from the spring, and 
I could see God there. Before electric lights were available 
to all, we depended more on the light that came from 
the heavens and you could see God there.

He could see that God 
was on his side: We need a revival of some of the simple 
faiths I have mentioned, that here, among all the fine 
things we have, we might be able to see that God has 
supplied them through man. No man serves God until 
he recognizes that He is his Master. 


WE HAVE VERY LITTLE persecution, such 
as used to come to the Church. Now we face a problem 
that is even worse, the spirit of “I don’t need such,” and 
they let it alone. I have heard minister after minister 
say it is not hard to get men saved if you can get 
them into the church. The problem is to get them into

CONFORMITY TO CHRIST 


HE PURPOSE of the eternal Father was to have 
j sons and daughters who would be “in Christ,” be- 
come like Him, and finally be forever with Him. 
Romans 8:29, “For whom he did foreknow he also did 
PREDESTINATE TO BE CONFORMED TO THE IMAGE 
OF HIS SON, THAT HE MIGHT BE THE FIRSTBORN 
AMONG MANY BRETHREN.” God’s unchanging stand- 
ard for all believers is the Lord Jesus Christ, the eldest 
and firstborn in a family of many brethren. The Holy 
Ghost working in complete cooperation ever seeks to 
shape and conform the life of every believer to the like- 
ness of the Lord Jesus Christ that the Father may be 
glorified in every member of His family. Jesus prayed, 
“Sanctify them through thy truth; thy WORD IS 
TRUTH.” Peter exhorted all believers to grow in grace 
and in the knowledge of the Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ.” “As newborn babes, desire the sincere milk of 
the word, THAT YE MAY GROW THEREBY: if so be ye 
have tasted that the Lord is gracious,” 1 Peter 2:2, 3. 

Paul exhorts Timothy to “study to shew thyself ap- 
proved unto God,” and this injunction is equally binding 
upon us today. Many other scriptures testify unequivo- 
cally that it is imperative that we feed upon the Word of 
God. As we feed upon the Word devotionally, and com- 
mune with Jesus Christ, we shall develop daily into the 
likeness of our adorable Lord. It will mean the daily 
denial of self and the conscious cooperation with the 
Holy Spirit. Jesus said, “If any man will come after me, 
let him take up his cross daily, and follow me,” Luke 
9:23. “Whosoever will come after me, let him deny him- 
self and take up his cross and follow me,” Mark 8:34. 
The only purpose of the cross is as an instrument of 
death. To the Christian it is the accepting and reckoning 
on the fact that he died when Christ died, was buried 
with Him, rose with Him, and ascended with Him. He, by 
faith, permits the Holy Ghost, the Divine Executioner, 
to make true in experience what is a fact judicially. 
When Jesus Christ died, the believer died with Him, for 
Jesus Christ was tasting death for all men, and if He 
tasted death, then He died our death. When we are born 
again, we are immersed into the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
by virtue of this union with Him we become sharers of 
His victory over sin. In our water baptism we forcibly 
demonstrated professionally this fundamental truth. We 
died with Christ, therefore were buried. 

We bury our dead, not in order to bring about or pro- 
cure their death—this would be unnatural and cruel— 
but simply because they are dead. Believers in Christ are 
to be baptized immediately, not to bring about death to 
sin, but because they are dead to sin, and, through faith, 
have fellowship with the death of Christ. So water bap- 
tism symbolically declares, in respect to Christ, that the 
believers are partakers of His death; in respect to them- 
selves, that they are likewise dead. Now death to sin in- 
cludes a deadness to the love of it—to the lust, guilt, 
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and dominion of it—hence necessarily implies separation 
from sin. Since sin dwells in the moral nature, death to 
it is brought about by moral causes, such as indicated by 
the apostle Paul in the scope of his argument in Romans 
5:21. There is no moral force in water baptism to bring 
about death to sin. Its highest office, in this respect, as 
an emblem of burial, is to symbolize or declare a pre- 
existing moral conformity to the death of Christ. This is 
the teaching of the New Testament. Water baptism is a 
solemn profession of death to sin and complete and en- 
tire separation from the world. 

Thus the Holy Spirit daily reminds us, if we let Him 
(and remember He does it through the Word), that we 
are not our own, and that we died with Christ, and, 
therefore, the flesh, world, and the devil have no claims 
whatever to our service. It would be a glorious triumph 
for all of us if, in these times of latitudinarianism in re- 
spect to the ordinances of the gospel, we would not only 
keep them as they were delivered by the apostles, but, 
like the primitive Christians, in harmony with the sym- 
bolic import of this burial ordinance, MAINTAIN A 
MORE THOROUGH PRACTICAL CRUCIFIXION TO THE 
WORLD AND BE ABLE TO CRY OUT WITH PAUL, “By 
whom I am crucified unto the world and the world unto 
me.” Paul was always exhorting his converts and the 
churches of his day to walk consistent with their posi- 
tion. For example, Colossians 3:1-4, “If ye then be risen 
with Christ, seek those things which are above, where 
Christ sitteth on the right hand of.God. Set your af- 
fections on things above and not on things on the earth. 
FOR YE ARE DEAD, AND YOUR LIFE IS HID WITH 
CHRIST IN GOD.” Since it is a fact that in the new 
birth we are “joined to the Lord,” we are new creations. 
“Therefore if any man be in Christ, he is a new crea- 
ture.” 

Further, we are quickened (made alive) and are raised 
with Christ, and Ephesians 2:6 makes this very plain, 
“And hath raised us up together and made us sit to- 
gether in heavenly places in Christ Jesus,” and we are to 
have a daily walk that corresponds with this position. 
The Holy Ghost, through the Word, informs us that we 
are “God’s workmanship, created in Christ Jesus” (Ephe- 
sians 2:10), His building, His vineyard, His habitation, 
etc. Now because all this is true, and we are what we 
are, then we are to talk like it, and the Holy Spirit is the 
only one that can make this walk possible. “If we live 
after the flesh, we shall die; but if we, through the 
Spirit, do mortify the deeds of the body, we shall live,” 
Romans 8:13. The Holy Spirit continually gives us an 
unfolding revelation of the Lord Jesus Christ, and as we 
yield in consecration and obedience, He makes us more 
and more like Him. We can never imitate Christ by 
fleshly efforts, because God’s plan is not imitation but 
participation, not a struggle to emulate Christ, but 
SURRENDER TO BE FILLED. As we abide in the Vine! 
the LIFE OF THE VINE FLOWS INTO US AND PRO- 
DUCES NOT OUR WORKS, but HIS FRUIT. 
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GALATIANS 5:22, 23 GIVES us an outline 

of this fruit. Many have made the sad mistake of trying 
grow this fruit by their own efforts to live up to some 
external law, and to them Christianity is an unending 
nightmare of trying to improve the flesh and perfect, by 
works, what CAN ONLY BE ACCOMPLISHED BY THE 
POWER OF THE HOLY SPIRIT THROUGH THE GRACE 
OF GOD. It is not by legislation, or by the works of the 
law, NOT OF WORKS LEST ANY MAN SHOULD BOAST. 
The perfection of the believer is “in Christ” and not in 
himself. To seek for perfection in ourselves will only lead 
to disappointment, or else we shall lower God’s standard 
to suit our imperfections, and bring dishonor to Him who 
loves us. Let us BEAR IN MIND THAT JESUS CHRIST IS 
THE TRUE STANDARD OF PERFECTION. Through the 
atoning death of Christ, the believer, by faith, has a 
perfection that needs no minding. It satisfies the con- 
science, provides a perfect standing before God, and fills 
us with an undisturbed and heavenly peace, yes, praise 
the Lord, a perfection which is by faith and not of our- 
selves. Read Philippians 3:1-10. I quote in part: “And be 
found in him not having mine own righteousness, which 
is of the law, but that which is through the faith of 
Christ, the righteousness which is of God by faith.” God, 
in His love and grace, accepts every believer in the be- 
loved Son and places the 100-per-cent righteousness of 
the beloved Son to their account by faith. God sends the 
Holy Spirit to give us a knowledge of Jesus Christ and

lead us into conformity to Him. The more Spirit-filled 
one is, the more Christlike he will be. 

The Holy Spirit will lead us into many positions where 
it will be effectively demonstrated that our love, our 
patience, etc., are not sufficient, and He does this to 
bring us to the “end of ourselves” in order that He might 
show us the all-sufficiency of Christ and lead us in ac- 
tual experience into this all-sufficiency. Our love will go 
so far, and then it will stop. The same can be said of our 
patience, peace, joy, etc. But when we behold Christ 
and walk with Him from Bethlehem to Mount Olivet, 


we see the fruit of the Spirit in all its grandeur and- 


beauty. There is no lack of love, peace, longsuffering, 
etc., regardless of the environment. The love of Christ 
was fully tested at Calvary and came forth more than 
victorious. Consider Him that endured such contradic- 
tion of sinners against Himself; consider Him bruised by 
His enemies, hanging on the cross with spikes through 
His hands and feet; consider Him reviled and put to 
grief and shame and led as a Lamb to the slaughter. Did 
He ever falter or utter one word of vindicativeness? DID 
HE EVER DO ONE SELFISH THING? We all know the 
answers—He triumphed; “Father, forgive them” was the 
prayer of love for those who crushed Him, spit upon Him, 
mocked Him, and put Him to open shame. HIS LOVE 
WAS MORE THAN SUFFICIENT. 

Reader, our own love will not do it. His love did it then, 
and it will do it now as it flows into every surrendered 
heart. Rejoice with me that we do not have to struggle 
to stretch our love and then, in disappointment, see it 
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break when the heat is turned on. Rejoice, and again I 
say rejoice, because we have been grafted into Jesus 
Christ, the Vine, and HIS LOVE WAITS TO FLOW INTO 
OUR WITHERED VEINS. We must be delivered from our 
own love, patience, goodness, righteousness,:etc., and 
stack all these on the same pile with our sins and TRUST 
IN NOTHING LESS THAN JESUS CHRIST HIMSELF 
ALONE. Paul expresses this for us in Philippians 3:9, 
“And be found in him not having mine own righteous- 
ness which is of the law, but that which is through the 
faith of Christ, the righteousness which is of God by 
faith.” Verse 10, “That I might KNOW HIM AND THE 
POWER OF HIS RESURRECTION, BEING MADE CON- 
FORMABLE UNTO HIS DEATH.” The Holy Spirit will 
lead us into the depths of Christ; it will mean the daily 
work of the cross of Christ in OUR LIVES, spiking all of 
self, including our righteousness, to the bloody gibet. 
THE DEEPER WE GO INTO THE DEPTHS OF HIS 
DEATH, THE HIGHER WE SHALL BE RAISED IN THE 
GLORY OF RESURRECTION LIFE. Day by day, surren- 
dering all to the Father in implicit obedience to His Word, 
we shall experience a real development in Christlikeness. 
“But we all, beholding as in a glass the glory of the 
Lord, are changed into the same image from glory to 
glory as BY THE SPIRIT OF THE LORD,” 2 Corinthians 
3:18. I repeat with emphasis, the person that is most 
Spirit-filled is MOST CHRISTLIKE. We have considered 
the Holy Spirit in His work of revealing Christ, giving 
the believer the conscious realization of His presence 
and conforming us daily to His image. I now wish to 
point out that He re-enacts through us the mighty works 
of Jesus Christ. 

RE-ENACTS THROUGH THE BELIEVER THE WORKS 

OF CHRIST 


THE FATHER OF GLORY, the great Archi- 
tect of the Church, never intended that His Church 
would be a powerless, ineffective institution. The Church 
is the body of Christ, the fulness of Him that filleth all in 
all. The life and power of the invisible head of the 
Church is administered to the visible members on earth 
by the working of the Holy Spirit. The Holy Spirit seeks 
to permeate the whole Church with the power of the 
Lord who has all power in heaven and in earth. The last 
words Jesus spoke, as He was lifted up out of sight, de- 
clared this. Acts 1:8, “But YE SHALL RECEIVE POWER 
AFTER THAT THE HOLY GHOST IS COME UPON YOU; 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me, both in Jerusalem 
and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” A study of the book of Acts reveals 
that those who were filled with the Holy Spirit were full 
of power, power to testify, power to suffer and to sacri- 
fice, to teach and to preach. This work of grace was not 
wrought through human energy, zeal, or eloquence, but 
through the power of the exalted Christ poured forth 
through Spirit-filled lives. Signs and wonders accom- 
panied the preaching of the gospel. The sick were 
healed; demons were cast out; and sinners were con- 
victed of sin and brought to the Lord Jesus Christ. 

The gifts of the Spirit were distributed according to 
the will of the Holy Spirit, and all the fulness of God 
found expression through the Church, the body of Christ. 
All power belongs to God, and He gave it to the Son, 
who, in turn, transmits that power to those who are 
united to Him. The Church is the fulness of Him in 
whom dwells all THE FULNESS OF THE GODHEAD

BODILY. The Holy Spirit ever seeks to draw us to God 
and to inspire faith that the mighty power of the risen 
Saviour may flow through the Church to touch dying 
humanity and lift them to the Bosom of Eternity. The 
world needs more than eloquence, more than entertain- 
ment, more than intellectual arguments concerning doc- 
trines, more than cold dogmas and lifeless creeds; the 
WORLD NEEDS THE POWER OF CHRIST TO LIBERATE 
IT AND TO OPEN ITS EYES TO THE ALL-SUFFICIENT 
SAVIOUR WHO IS STILL THE MIGHTY SAVIOUR, the 
power of God to all who believe. 

The power of Jesus Christ is the same today as it was 
yesterday. He is able to save from the uttermost to the 
uttermost and to heal all manner of diseases, to deliver 
completely from all the works of Satan. “These signs” 
of Mark 16 are still following believers wherever and 

‘ whenever the believers are “acting” on the Word of God. 
The same Holy Ghost that confirmed the spoken word 
with signs and wonders and divers gifts is now confirm- 
ing the written Word as it is declared by anointed serv- 
ants. 

God is still anointing men and calling them to preach 
the Word in the power and demonstration of the Holy 
Ghost. There is no substitute for the moving of the Holy 
Ghost through “yielded channels.” He can accomplish 
more in five minutes than can ever be accomplished by 
mere human effort.

“For our gospel came not unto you in word 
only, but ALSO IN POWER, and IN THE HOLY GHOST, 
and in much assurance; as ye know what manner of 
men we were among you for your sake,” 1 Thessalon- 
ians 1:5. Through Calvary we are created, and through 
Pentecost we are empowered. 

May every believer be baptized in the Holy Ghost and 
then daily walk before God in obedience, yielded to and 
controlled by the Holy Spirit as He moves in us accord- 
ing to the eternal purpose of God, making us richer 
daily in the knowledge, likeness, and power of Jesus 
Christ who is our All and in All.

house,” 1 Corinthians 16:19. Also, Colossians 4:15, “Salut 
the brethren which are in Laodicea, and Nymphas, and 
the church which is in his house.”

that dwell in the land of the shadow of death, upon 
them hath light shined. For unto us a child is born, 
unto us a son is given: and the government shall be 
upon his shoulder: and his name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counsellor, The mighty God, The everlasting 
Father, The Prince of Peace,” Isaiah 9:2, 6. “And in that 
day there shall be a root of Jesse, which shall stand for 
an ensign of the people; to it shall the Gentiles seek: 
and his rest shall be glorious,” Isaiah 11:10. “And there 
shall come forth a rod out of the stem of Jesse, and 
a branch shall grow out of his roots,” Isaiah 10:1. “Be- 
hold my servant, whom I uphold; my elect, in whom 
my soul delighteth; I have put my spirit upon him: he 
shall bring forth judgment to the Gentiles,” Isaiah 42:1. 
“Thus said God the Lord, he that created the heavens, 
and stretched them out; he that spreadeth forth the 
earth, and that which cometh out of it; he that giveth 
breath unto the people upon it, and spirit to them that 
walk therein: I the Lord have called thee in righteous- 
ness, and will hold thine hand, and will keep thee, and 
give thee for a covenant of the people, for a light of the 
Gentiles; to open the blind eyes, to bring out the pris- 
oners from the prison, and them that sit in the darkness 
out of the prison house,” VV 5-7. 

The entire 53d chapter of Isaiah is taken up with the 
sufferings of Christ, with a promise of God that He will 
see the travail of His soul and be satisfied. Then in chap- 
ter 63, the prophet sees Christ as a man treading the 
winepress, with His garments dyed with the effects of 
His experience in the vat, yet travelling in the glory of 
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His strength. The prophet says, “I have trodden the 
winepress alone.” In every declaration of God’s Word 
concerning the coming of the Christ of God, you will find 

perfect pattern of harmony of in prophetic utterance. 


THE WORD WAS MADE FLESH 


Please do not think me tedious, but we have carefully 
considered the voice of God as He thundered His glorious 
revelation of the coming events to be brought to pass 
in our day. It is my profound opinion that the evidence 
bears out the fact that even the prophets themselves 
did not understand what they said when they were 
moved by divine inspiration. Receiving the end of your 
faith, even the salvation of your souls. Of which salva- 
tion the prophets have inquired and searched diligently, 
who prophesied of the grace that should come untc you: 
Unto whom it was revealed, that not unto themselves, but 
unto us they did minister the things, which are now 
reported unto you by them that have preached the 
gospel unto you with the Holy Ghost sent down from 
heaven; which things the angels desire to look into,” 
1 Peter 1:9, 10, 12. The writer clearly tells us that they 
did not understand their own message. Also, the eleventh 
chapter of Hebrews gives us the great catalogue of the 
heroes of faith and their courageous sacrifice that 
brought death to many of them, or should I say to almost 
all of them. The writer of Hebrews tells us that they 
all died in the faith, having not received the promise 
(God’s own Word), God having provided some better 
things for us that they without us should not be made 
perfect. Every dispensation had its own marvellous records 
of outstanding things and events brought about by the 
works of God suited to the particular time it was brought 
about. Each dispensation seemed to look for better things 
ahead. Every fulfillment was positive verification of the 
genuine truth in every promise God made. Every proph- 
ecy for the future was for greater, richer, sweeter, better 
things. The statement in the text is “the Word was 
made flesh and dwelt among us.” 


COMPLETE FULFILLMENT 


THE COMING OF JESUS was the complete 
fulfillment of the events connected with His first advent. 
True enough, many of the Old Testament prophecies 
were of the kingdom age, the kingdom fulfillment is 
still in the future of the completion of this part of the 
overall plan of an all-wise God. When the law failed in 
its purpose, and the rebellion of the Lord’s people had 
literally silenced the voice of the prophet, the fullness 
of that dispensation had come to pass, when the scribe 
laid his pen aside, and a dark chapter of history spans 
the years from Malachi to John the Baptist. Then, in the 
wisdom of God, “the Word was made flesh.” The time 
had come when all things written in the Psalms and the 
prophets concerning Christ must be fulfilled. The light 
of a new day had burst in upon the world, when the 
angels made known to the shepherds the wonder of 
wonders, the fulfillment of God’s Word: “The Word was 
made flesh and dwelt among us, and we beheld his glory, 
as of the only begotten of the Father, full of grace and 
truth.” Truly it was so that “the Word was made flesh,” 
for the answer to every promise of God was made known 
in His coming in the flesh. My humble thanks to God 
for the fact that there were a few people who were 
really in expectation of the coming events. This is a 
shocking fact, yet less than a dozen Old Testament saints 
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were able to recognize this marvellous event of prophecy. 
Here they are: the Judean shepherds (some two or 
three), one Anna (the aged widow, a prophetess), Simeon 
the man who God had made a promise that he should 
not die till he had seen the Christ, also the three wise 
men who came as guided by the star. 


PAST MYSTERIES REVEALED TO US 


“If ye have heard of the dispensation of the grace 
of God which is given me to youward: how that by 
revelation he made known unto me the mystery; whereby, 
when ye read, ye may understand my knowledge in the 
mystery of Christ which in other ages were not made 
known to the sons of men, as it is not revealed unto his 
holy apostles and prophets by the Spirit; that the Gentiles 
should be fellow heirs, and of the same body, and par- 
takers of his promise in Christ by the gospel: And to 
make all men see what is in the fellowship of the mystery, 
which from the beginning of the world hath been hid 
in God, who created all things by Jesus Christ: to the 
intent that now unto the principalities and powers in 
heavenly places might be known by the church the 
manifold wisdom of God, according to the eternal pur- 
pose which he purposed in Christ,” Ephesians 3:2-6, 9, 11.

the church. Here is a part of the intercession that still 
faces us. Abraham had some of the same. We ministers 
know that we have what the human soul needs. Let’s 
put it out with such an appeal and attractiveness that 
the world will want what we possess. Too many times 
we have heard that if salvation is a blessing of “giving 
up,” I don’t want it. We have painted the sinner’s life 
so to him that many times that is all he sees. He draws 
the picture, with the aid that Satan renders about this 
time in his decision, that all we have is something solitary 
which he or she wouldn’t want. We know differently. We 
have what the human soul is hungry for and that 
which can take the place of all the desires for sin. 
It is not I that liveth, but Christ liveth within me. The 
beauty of the companionship of the Christ life in our life 
will far outweigh the effects of the loss of pleasure from 
the devices of the world. 

The world sells its pleasure to the individual in the 
thought that they can have what they want. Let’s notice. 
Practically all that the world has to offer is, habit- 
forming, and has to be repeated to bring only temporary 
satisfaction. For instance, the habit of smoking and the 
grip that tobacco gets on the person. Many say, “I would 
like to quit, but I can’t.” The man that has become a slave 
to drink says every time he is going to quit, but he 
can’t.

The 
spirit of the age is this. If you have a headache, aspirins 
are cheap. If you are looking for entertainment, there 
is a movie or night club just around the corner. If you 
are despondent, there is a cigarette for every need. If 
you are misfitted, there is a psychiatrist that longs to 
adjust you. If you are broke, there is a loan company near 
you: They wind up saying, “You don’t need God at all. 
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SOLDIERS CONSTRUCT UNDER- 
‘GROUND CHAPEL 

PUSAN, Korea (EP) United States 
Army forces have constructed an un- 
derground chapel within a mile of the 
front lines.

GRAHAM MEETING STIRS ST. 
LOUIS 


ST. LOUIS, Missouri (EP) Dr. C 
Oscar Johnson, for twenty-five years 
pastor of St. Louis’ Third Baptist 
Church, gave his evaluation of the 
impact of the ministry of Bill 
Graham in St. Louis as the four-wee 
crusade drew to a close. “If in Billy 
Graham’s coming to St. Louis not one 


soul had been saved, it would have: 


been worth all the thousands of dol- 
lars spent and the hours of labor util- 
ized, just to revive the churches and 
to unite the pastors. I am thrilled the 
way my church responded.” 

The attendance figures, which 
mounted steadily into an impressive 
total of more than 380,000, set all time 
records for ———— efforts in the 
city which has often been labeled “the 
graveyard of evangelism.” The vast 
convention hall, seating 12,000 persons 
was often filled to capacity with the 
doors locked to comply with fire and 
police department regulations. As the 
closing week approached, the crowded 
auditorium each night challenged the 
committee to move out of doors for 
the two Sunday afternoon meetings, 
and lacking an available stadium, 
a great parking area in Forest Park 
was utilized. On Sunday afternoon, 
es a crowd conservatively esti- 
ma at 40,000 rsons assembled, 
with only 5,000 able to be seated on 
folding chairs. Hundreds responded 
to the Gospel invitation and were 
directed to an outdocr counselling 
room at the close of the service. 

On the closing Sunday, May 17, 
thundershowers throughout the morn- 
—_ way to a clear sky and a 
sun by the start of the meeting, with 
more than 50,000 persons filling the 
entire area and traffic at a stand-still 
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in all directions. Shortly after the close 
of the broadcast of the “Hour of De- 
cision” and the start of the regular 
afternoon service, another BSS v7 
downpour of rain, followed by hail, 
cut the final sermon short, but before 
the meeting was broken up, scores of 
people had indicated their desire to 
accept Christ as Saviour. 

Only two weeks separate the close 
of the St. Louis Crusade and the open- 
ing of the Greater Dallas Evangelistic 
Crusade, which begins on May 31 in 
the 75,000 seat Cotton Bowl Stadium. 
The Crusade will mark the first at- 
tempt at a united evangelistic effort 
for Dallas, and already a remarkable 
spirit of unity and cooperation has 
been demonstrated by the more than 
200 churches which have been carry- 
ing on the preparatory work for the 
crusade. 

AS THE BRITISH SEE US 

(EP) The following article clipped 
from the English Pentecostal maga- 
zine, Elim Evangel, gives an interest- 
ing commentary on American religion 
from the British viewpoint: “America 
has been inoculated with a mild form 
of Christianity and seems to be im- 
mune to the real thing,” said a popular 
speaker the other day. There are sev- 
eral types of this varioloid— 

Atavistic Christianity. A sort of re- 
ligious loyalty to the beliefs of our 
dead forbears. The creed: “It was good 
enough for mother and it’s good 
enough for me.” The Chinese have it 
in a different form and call it ancestor 
worship. Sacramental Christianity. A 
blind loyalty to certain rites or cere- 
monies, the faithful performance of 
which is supposed to give one a “pass” 
to glory. They have a “form of godli- 
ness” but “deny the power thereof.” 
Theological Christianity. An intellec- 
tual and coldly scientific acceptance of 


the abstract truth in the New Testa- 
ment Scriptures. Those who have been 
immunized by this serum can split 
hairs with the same finesse that Ner 
played his fiddle while Rome burned. 
Traditional Christianity. Loyalty to 
man-made creeds and hum ecclesiasti- 
cisms. Of such Christ said: “This — 
honoureth me with their lips, but their 
heart is far from me. In vain do they 
worship me, teaching for doctrines the 
commandments of men... Full well do 
ou reject the commandment of God 
hat you may keep your own tradi- 
tions.” Social Christianity, A “good 
time” religion with special appeal to 
those who cannot get into lodges, 
clubs, or the society column. It ex- 
presses itself in a round of 
socials, banquets, or—in its more 
liberal manifestations—theatre par- 
ties, dances, and bridge. Political 
Christianity. A reform movement 
which is so busy with surveys, com- 
mittee meetings, prospects, campaigns, 
etc., to clean up society that individ- 
uals are starving to death for spiritual 
food. Emotional Christianity. A type 
of inoculation which gives the patient 
divine thrills and systaltic exultations, 
but often leaves. him spiritually dead. 

On every hand we have the ghosts 
of what might have been oo Chris- 
tians. A very large proportion of peo- 
ple are professedly religious, but their 
religion is not deep, vital, real! It does 
not grip the whole man and change 
and transform him into a new creat- 
ure in Christ Jesus. The time has come 
to restore the pure Christianity of the 
first century.

BONN, Germany (EP) Dr. Hermann 
Ehlers, president of the West German 
liament, says that the current 
t-German anti-church campaign is 
an “almost exact copy” in its methods, 
of the Nazi persecution of religion. 
But the Communist campaign, Dr. 
Ehlers added, is “more brutal and 
ruthless. What is happening now in 
the East German Republic is the pre- 
cise execution of a long-prepared 
plan,” he said. Dr. Ehlers, a prominent 
evangelical lay leader, was imprisoned 
during the Nazi regime because of his 
church work. 





ASK INDIAN GOVERNMENT TO 
RECONSIDER POLICY ON 
MISSIONARIES 

TRIVANDRUM, India (EP) The 
53d Syrian Christian Congress, meet- 
ing near here, asked the Indian Gov- 
ernment to reconsider its policy on 
foreign missionaries. This policy ts 
tae gy activity to Indians and 
permits foreign missionaries to _— 
form only educational, social welfare, 
and medical functions. Congress dele- 
gates declared unanimously that the 
Government’s stand was contrary to 
India’s constitution. 

Considerable discussion has been 
stirred in. Christian circles by the 
Government policy. In April, Arch- 
bishop Ludwig Mathias of Madras 
charged that it is “inconsistent” with 
the constitutional provisions for re- 
ligious freedom. Most foreign church- 
men emphasize that missionaries are 
“first and last evangelists,” even if 
they perform other functions. Any re- 
striction on the activities of foreign 
missionaries, they say, would effect 
greatly the policy of churches which 
send missionaries to India. Missionary 
leaders, however, make a distinction 
between evangelism and proselytiza- 
tion, and condemn those missionaries 
who use “questionable” methods to 
convert Indians to pemgpeeens The 
Government’s stand was recently de- 
scribed in the Indian Parliament in 
response to questions from one mem- 
ber who said he had received com- 
plaints about the proselytization 
methods of some Christians. The Gov- 
ernment’s view of missionary work 
is that it should be carried on by In- 
dian citizens who can impart a sense 
of nationhood among the country’s 
diverse peoples. 

COMMUNISTS DRIVE AGAINST 

RELIGIOUS YOUTH 

BERLIN (EP) An all-out ssapeten 
to destroy the evangelical youth or- 
ganization, Junge Gemeinde, was de- 
cided upon at a meeting in East Berlin 
of the so-called Democratic Bloc 
steering committee for all Communist 
mass organizations in East Germany. 
Pledging full support to the Commun- 
ist youth organization, Freie Deutsche 
Jugend, in its efforts to smash the 
Protestant youth ency, the Demo- 
cratic Bloc ordered the holding of 
special meetings throughout the Soviet 
Zone to “protest the Junge Gemeinde’s 
sabotage and espionage activities and 
adopt resolutions demanding that the 
Junge Gemeinde be abolished.” At 
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least 3,000 young Protestants have 
been expelled from schools in East 
Germany for refusing to renounce the 
evangelical youth organization, Junge 
Gemeinde, Church officials reported 
here, and the Communist-directed ex- 
pulsions are continuing throughout 
the Soviet Zone. The actions are car- 
ried out at massmeetings in the 
schools at which students are given 
the choice of signing statements that 
they will sever relationships with the 
Church organization or being expelled. 
Attacks upon the Junge Gemeinde 
were launched in Communist publica- 
tions shortly after the first of the 
year, and the drive for expulsions be- 
gan early in April. 


REQUEST REVISION OF RSV BIBLE 

ST. LOUIS, Missouri (EP) Lutheran 
clergymen of the Boston, Massachu- 
setts, area will petition their church 
body to hold discussions with the pub- 
lishers of the Revised Standard Ver- 
sion of the Holy Bible “about making 
changes in the edition.” Members of 
the Boston Pastoral Conference will 
present the memorial at the forty- 
second regular convention of The 
Lutheran Church-Missouri Synod, to 
be held in the Music Hall in Houston, 
Texas, June 17-27. 

The memorial, passed by the Boston 
pastors on February 10, requests the 
discussions with the publishers of the 
Revised Standard Version because, the 
conference claimed, some passages of 
the RSV can be translated in closer 
conformity to the original texts. The 
conference also stated that some lib- 
erties had been taken with the original 
texts which are not justified by the 
best textual criticism. The pastors add 
that if efforts to hold discussions with 
the publishers should fail, the Missouri 
Synod “should make some provision 
for these corrections to be inserted or 
otherwise made available for use with 
the Revised Standard Version.” 

PLAN MINISTRY TO JUVENILE 

DELINQUENTS 

NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana (EP) A 
Church-wide program of ministry to 
broken homes and juvenile delinquents 
was approved at a conference here of 
Southern ——- city mission super- 
intendents. e conference was spon- 
sored by the Home Mission Board of 
the Southern Baptist Convention. The 
conference announced the appoint- 


ment of Dr. Leland Waters, superin- 
tendent of city missions in Richmond, 
Va., to head the program. He will as- 
sume the new post April 15. Under 
the program, domestic relations courts 
will be urged to recommend Christian 
counseling in cases involving broken 
homes, and delinquent reporting to a 
probation officer, the court will be 
asked that he be assigned to report 
to his “Christian sponsor.” 


PRESBYTERIANS ASK PRESIDENT 
TO SPEAK 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) A group 
of laymen called on President Eisen- 
hower and invited him to address the 
1954 men’s assembly of the Presbyter- 
ian Church in the U.S. (Southern). 
The invitation was extended by Gov- 
ernor Robert F. Kennon, of Louisiana. 
Other members of the delegation in- 
cluded S. J. Patterson, Jr., of Rich- 
mond, Va., the denomination’s secre- 
tary for men’s work. The meeting, 
which is expected to attract 8,000 lay- 
men, will be held in New Orleans in 
October, 1954, Governor Kennon said. 
He said the President expressed the 
hope that he could attend.
